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GLADSTONE 

England's Grand Old Han Gone to 
Join the Great Majority. 



Was One of the Greatest and 
Best Men of 

THE NINBTEETH CENTURY. 



Hon. WUIUni Ewart Gladstone, ex- 
Premier of England, died at bis home 
Hawarden Castle at 5 o'clock on 
Thuraday mornlnst. For two genera- 
tions Mr. Gladstone hag filled a large 
apace in the world's eye, and the 
whole civilized world mourns with 
England in her loss. His was proba- 
bly the most grandly picturesque 
character in the world. The end to 
this grand old man came a 
fully as sleep comes to the little child 
at nightfall. 

SKETCH O? THE GRAND OLD MAN. 

William Ewart Gladstone, for many 
wars the leading British statesman, 
was born in Liverpool Liverpool, De- 
cember 99, 1809. He was the fourth 
son of Sir John Gladstone, a wealthy 
merchant, who relinquished a small 
business in Gtascow in 1785 and re- 
moved to Liverpool, where he acquir- 
ed a large fortune in the West India 
trade, and was created a baronet in 
1840. The sou was sent to Eton and 
and while there gave full promise of 
the special brilliancy which marked 
his course at Oxford, where he gradu- 
ted at Christ Church in 1831, aa dou- 
ble first class, the highest honor, and 
one rarely attained, and became a fel- 
luw All Souls'. 

After traveling for a short period, 
Mr, Gladstone entered parliament in 
December, 1832, as a member from 
Newark, a nomination borough be- 
longing to the Duke of Newcastle, 
which he continued to represent until 
1846. In December, 1834, he was 
appointed by Sir Robert Peel a junior 
lord of the treasury, and In 1835, ud- 
der secretary for colonial affairs, 
which office he filled for only two 
months, when his ministry was over- 
thrown. He continued a useful and 
active, as well as brilliant member of 
the opposition party, led by Robert 
Peel, until that statesman's return to 
jfc>wer, in 1841, when he was sworn a 
member of the privy council and ap- 
pointed vice president of the board of 
trade and master of the mint. In this 
position he explained and defended 
iu parliament the commercial policy 
of the government and the revision of 
^the British tariff iu 1842, was almost 
entirely his work. 

In May, 1843, be succeeded Lord 
Ripon as president of the board of 
trade, but in February, 1846, he re- 
signed his office on the introduction 
of the measure for the Increase of the 
Maynooth grant, which was directly 
opposed in principle to the opinions he 
had expressed in his work on church 
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and state. In November, 1845, 8k 
Robert Peol resigned, but on the fail- 
ure of Lord John Russell to form a 
government, he was recalled and re- 
constructed his cabinet, Mr. Gladstone 
becoming secretary of the colonies. 
One year after he resigned, being un- 
willing to remain under obligations 
to the Duke of Newcastle. At the 
general election in 1847 he was chosen 
to represent the university of Oxford 
and one of his first speeches in parlia- 
ment was in favor of the bill for the 
removal of the disabilities of the Jews 
which he had opposed in 1841. 
speech against the foreign policy of 
Lord Palmerston in the Don Pacifico 
debates was generally regarded as 
one of the most admirable pieces of 
British eloquence of recent times . 

Iu 1853 Mr. Gladstone accepted the 
office of chancellor of the exchequer. 
While holdiug this office he introduc- 
ed his celebrated budget, in a remark- 
able series of addresses, which were 
pronounced by Lord John Russell 
contain the ablest expositions of the 
true principles of finance ever deliver- 
ed by an English statesman," He 
later resigned his office on some po- 
litical differences and again refused 
an appointment under Lord Derby 
but later accepted an appointment at 
lord high commissioner extraordinary 



On the return of Lord Palmerston 
to office be again became the chancel- 
lor of the exchequer, and was chiefly 
instrumental in procuring the repeal 
of the duty on paper »nd the ratifica- 
tion of the commercial treaty between 
England and France. During the 
succeeding years Mr. Gladst 
hibited a theoretical knowledge and a 
practical skill in the management of 
the national finances that excited the 
admiration all Europe. 

After the death ot Lord Palmerston 
be became the leader of the house of 
commons. 

In 1868 Mr. Gladstone was defeated 
as a candidate for Southwest Lan- 
cashire, after au exciting contest, but 
was returned by a large majority by 
the borough of Greenwich. In De- 
cember Mr. Gladstone succeeded Mr. 
Disraeli as premier. 

It wad under his administration 
that the treaty of Washington, by 
which matters of dispute between the 
United Stites and Great Britain were 
settled, negotiated and carried into 
effect. Mr. Gladstone resigt 
premiership on account of the defeat 
of his bill for the refotm of university 
education in Ireland. An attempt 
was made to form a new cabinet, but 
it was unsuccessful and Mr. Gladstone 
continued in office only a short while, 
when he again resigned. In the sue 
ceeding elections for a new parlia- 
ment he was returned from Green- 
wich by a handsome majority. Later 
he resigned again and Mr. Disraeli 
accepted the premiership . 

Thrice since then Mr. Gladstone has 
been called to the premiership, 
was his ministry that conducted the 
campaign in Egypt, 1882, 1883, 1884, 
that proved so costly to England in 
blood and money. He was succeeded 
by Lord Salisbury. 

Again being called to power, his 
Irish home rule bill compassed his 
defeat and again Cecil succeeded "The 
Grand Old Man," upon whom age 
was now beginning to tell. 

The third time in recent years that 
he was called to rule the empire found 
in such bad health that his tenure 
of office lastod bnt a few months and 
he was succeeded Lord Rosebery, who 
shortly gave way to Salisbury. 

Siuce his retirement Mr. Gladstone 
has steadily tailed, his several tripe to 
the south of Europe having no effect 
to postpone approaching dissolution. 
Mr. Gladstone's published works 
•o : "The State in its Relations with 
the Church," two volumos ; "Church 
Principles Considered," "Studies of 
Homer and the Homeric Age," three 
volumes; "Essays on Ecce Homo," 
and a pamphlet on the Irish church 
question entitled, ''A Chapter of Au 
tocography," and the "Juventus 
Mundi : The Gods and Men of Heroic 
Ago." He has supervised a transla- 
tion of several other works of great 
note. His statue, by Adams, Acton 
w»* unveiled in Liverpool on Septem 
11, 1870.

Governor Bradley has refused 
the application of the Sheriff of 
Graves county for a requisition on 
the Governor or Illinois for Bob 
Blanks, a negro who brutally as- 
saulted a little white girl. In his 
refusal the Governor says: 

"The wholesale slaughter of ne- 
groes by mobs in Graves county 
and the failure to punish their 
murderers, satisfies me that to 
have this man sent back there 
would be to have him sent to his 
death, and that he could not ob- 
tain even a semblance of a fair 
trial. If guilty he deserves death, 
but punishment should be inflicted 
by law and not by mob. I de- 
cline to issue the requisition. 

"W. O. Bradley." 

The people of Graves county 
may be guilty of all that Governor 
Bradley charges. We will not 
call in question the truth of the 
grave charges the Governor brings 
against the citizens of that county. 
But if they are true, let us ask, 
does that justify Governor Brad 
ley in refusing to give the law— 
the majesty of which the Execu- 
tive is sworn to uphold — an op- 
portunity to punish a wretch guil- 
ty (if he should be so proven) of 
the blackest crime on our statute 
books ? To our thinking the Gov- 
ernor is only doing that which will 
make Judge Lynch the more de- 
termined to sit upon a case of this 
sort before the Chief Executive of 
the State has an opportunity to 
interfere. This action on the part 
of the Governor smacks of a grand- 
stand play before the negro voter, 
who at the last general election 
exhibited too plain an inclination 
to vote as he pleased. Let his 
spring of action be what it may, 
the decision of the Chief Execu- 
tive calls for the severest condem- 
nation. It is positively without 
excuse. He has the whole au- 
thority of the State of Kentucky 
at his back and, if he had cared to 
do so, could have defended Blanks 
against all chance of mob violence.

Needs of the Day. 

We have found out In less thau a 
month of war that we need greatly in 
the navy many things which we have 
not. 

We need torpedo boat destroyers, of 
greater speed, size and coal endurance 
than exist at present elsewhere, 
these three qualities the standard of 
speed can be»t be left unimproved 
and permitted to remain where it is, 
at thirty knots. 

We need scout boats, of size enough 
to keep the sea and speed enough for 
rapid courier work, far smalle'- in size 
thau the Harvard and Yale, but still 
big enough to carry more than 
week's homing of coal, and faster by 
tcvcu or eight knots at least. 

We need troop ship», and the de- 
partment of hospital ships must be 
supplied. 

We need colliers, not too tubby for 
speed, and of enormous size, ships as 
big or bigger than the Emperor Wil- 
liam the Great. These must be fitted 
with some sort of coal elevator by 
which the fighting boats can be coaled 
at sea. And every one of the latter 
class, particularly the monitors, should 
j be fitted with a chute that can take 
in coal any reasonable weather. 

We need more armored cruisers, 
boats capable of very rapid movement 
and which, while not the first choice 
for a hunt for battleships, wont lose 
all their sauciness and con (id 
when a battleship heaves in sight 
The Spaniards are well equipped in 
this respect. 

lb sum up the needs of the navy, 
we %ant it bigger iu all respects— 
inord .altleships, more monitors, more 
cruise, s, armored and unarmored, and 
more other craft, equipped with more 
rapid-firing guns and more Deweys; 
though not for a moment do we sug- 
? gest thst the navy men now undcrthe 
Stars and Stripes are not all Deweys. 

And lastly we need the Nicaragua 
Canal and the Sandwich Islands. 
Like the navy, these two possessions 
are needed for peace as well as war. 
—New York Sun . 



Last Tuesday the United States 
Senate adopted a resolution substitut- 
ing May 4 (or March 4 as the date for 
the inauguration of the President and 
the meeting of Congress. After its 
adoption by two-thirds of each House 
of Congress, the assent of three-quar- 
ters ot the States, through their Legis- 
latures, will be necessary to make 
such an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion and to render it operative in the 
vear 1901. 

The resolution provides tor the con- 
tinuation of the terms of the Presi- 
dent, Vice-President, Senators, and 
Representees two months beyond the 
time as now fixed by tho constitution, 
the chief reason for the change being 
the unfavorable condition of the 
weatner at Washington in early 
March, tempestuous, uucertaio and 
wholly unfitted for the open air exer- 
cises incidental to the inauguration of 
a President. Originally April 30 was 
the date of inauguration. George 
Washington having been installed as 
the first President on that date in 
New York City in 1789; and in the 
resolution as introduced by Senator 
Hoar there was proposed merely a re- 
turn to April 30, though as adopted 
the day was carried forward to May 
4. In 1793 and 1797 March 4 having 
meanwhile been fixed upon as inau- 
guration day, the President was inau- 
gurated at Philadelphia . Washing- 
became the seat of Government by 
ict passed in 1790, and Congress 
t assembled there in November of 
1800. On March 4, 1801, Jefferson 
was inaugurated at Washington, and 
all inaugurations have been in that 
city on that day except when, as was 
the cause in 1821, 1849, and 1877, the 
4th of March fell on Sunday. 

Experience has proved that usually 
the condition of the weather in 
Washington on inauguration day is 
not propitious. When Monroe was 
inaugurated in 1821, there was 

1833 when Jackson took tho oath 
the thermomter stood at 20 degr 
Polk, In 1845, took the oath under an 
umbrella; it rained too at Lincoln's 
second inauguration and when Grant 
was first inducted into office. There 
was snow at the inauguration of Gar- 
field, rain at the inauguration of Har- 
rison, and a blizzard at the second in- 
mguration of Cleveland. — N. Y. Sun.

THE PAY OF PARLIAMENTS. 



So far as payments in hard cash 
go the brawny burghers of the 
Transvaal are decidedly the beet off. 
Quite reoently the Boer parliament 
increased the salaries of its mem- 
bers to $6,000 a year for each indi- 
vidual, as they can very easily 
afford to do, when one remembers 
the big tax rolls which the unfran- 
chised uitlanders are compelled to 
pay. But in actual emoluments the 
United States senator probably re- 
ceives a better reward. He gets 
mileage and numerous minor fees 
and privileges, which swell his an- 
nual income materially over its 
nominal 15,000. 

Great Britain, as every student 
knows, gives her members of par- 
liament no salaries, although gov- 
ernment offlcials for the time being 
are royally paid. Tho first lord of 
tho treasury receives $25, 000, as aleo 
do the foreign, home, colonial, In- 
dian and war secretaries. The lord 
chancellor receives $50,000 per an- 
num. But for tho M. P. who does 
not hold office there is naught save 
honor. Even tho old privilege of 
not being liable to nrrest for debt 
while an M. P. has been abolished. 

The British colonies, however, do 
not follow the example of the moth- 
er oountry. New South Wales and 
Victoria allow their M. P.'s $1,600 
per annum, Canada and South Aus- 
tralia $1,000, with an additional 
mileage rate for the former, and 
Queensland $750, with mileage. 
{5ew Zealand representatives get 
$1,200. 

Prance gives its senators and dep- 
uties $1,800, but there is a "string" 
to this salary which might be tried 
elsewhere, in Vienna, for instance, 
with good effect Any member who 
is twice called to order during a sit- 
ting forfeits half his salary for two 
weeks. Cases exist where certain 
fiery French deputies have lost their 
entire year's allowances in this 
manner. 

Belgium grunts members of the 
representatives;' chamber $880 a 
year and passes on the railroads, 
but, curiously enough, makes its 
senators work for nothing and pay 
th«ir own traveling expenses. 

In the realms of tho little queen of 
Holland members of the upper 
house are paid a guru equal to about 
ach session, but 
ly on 30 or 32 
days in tho year they cannot be said 
to olear much. In the second cham- 
ber $630 per annum, with a travel- 
ing grant of 27 cents for every hour 
' on the railroad, are the allow- 
. Absentee Dutch lawgivers 
forfeit their salaries, whether their 
absence be cansed by illness or not. 

The new Japanese parliamentary 
constitution compels each member 
of the national parliament to draw 
annually from the treasury about 
$665. Any member of tho aristo- 
cratic classes refusing to accept this 
salary through pride or other rea- 
sons is subject to fine and dismissal 
by the parliamentary rules of 1890 
Portugal is niggurdly with its 
representatives, giving them only 
$320, and Norway pays members 
from $360 to $400, according to the 
length of the session. 

In Sweden members of the upper 
house serve absolutely for patriot- 
ism and the lower chamber mem- 
bers get only $336. Moreover, $2,75 
per diem is deducted for nonattend- 
anoe. Even the unpaid upper house 
is fined for absenteeism, although 
members get nothing— not even 
train f area 

The Greek lawgiver is a $360 per 
annum man, with additions for 
overtime work (such as in the re- 
cent war). It was suggested recent- 
ly that these salaries should be 
"docked" slightly, so as to help pay 
tho Turkish indemnity, but the idea 
was condemned promptly. Switzer- 
land gives her councilors something 
less than $5 a week, with about 6 
cents a day for traveling

Among the myriad charms o£ 
Rome are tho patches of fertility 
which spring up here and there 
amid the sea of brick and mortar. 
The most connptcuoiiBof thesois the 
Piucio and its surroundings, a veri- 
table rus in urbe. Here nature has 
nl ly Bet onded human skill. The al- 
titude of the gardens and the mag- 
nificent view they afford make them 
unequaled by any other public park. 
True their area la small, but what 
of that \ it brings Its visitors all 
the more in touch with one another, 
and this is the secret of its charm 
for the Romans, whatever may be 
its attraction for strangers, for, let 
the truth be told, the Pincio is the 
great flirting ground of Rome. Nox 
should this horrify the reader. It 
is intended en tout bien tout hon- 
neur. 

It is probable that the Pincio sees 
the inception of half the 
in Rome. It is a curious si 
fact, but the explanation 
simple. It has been commented up- 
by numberless writers that Ital- 
ians are exclusive, though not In the 
usually accepted sense of tho word. 
They are proverbially open and 
friendly, especially to strangers, the 
commercial value of whose visits to 
their land they appreciate, but this 
cordiality, even to their own coun- 
trymen, has ita limit. In no 
try more than in Italy is a man's 
homo his castle, and, except in tho 
highest circles and where there 
no poverty to be concealed, he is 
chary of his hospitality. This is es- 
pecially true of Rome and Naples. 
Therefore, if neither she nor her 
parents receive many visitors, how 
is the Roman girl of the bourgeoise 
class who is not "in society" 
meet tho inevitable lover for whose 
advent am her consequent emanci- 
pation from parental tyranny she 
ongs more ardently than young 
fomen usually doS The answer is, 
The Pincio." 

On Thursdays and Bundaye, 
when the band plays— uncommonly 
•ell, by tho way— und the park is 
In consequence crowded to overflow- 
ing, the eignorlna who is the fortu- 
nate possessor of a becoming cos- 
tume dons it and demurely accom- 
panies her mother to the municipal 
pleasure ground, where each ex- 
pends 10 centimes for the temptrrary 
right to a comfortable chair ingen- 
iously constructed as to be 6pringy, 
though fashioned entirely of iroa 
If she bo a wise maiden, she will so 
that the chairs will be 
placed on tho main pathway where 
every one must pass.

J. H. Ewalt delivered to Moses 
Kahn for Schwarzchild & Sulzberger 
Co., 16 tattle that averaged 1469 
pounds. Twelve of these were bought 
in Mt. Sterling on April 19, 1897, av- 
eraging 700 lbs. ; they averaged 1467 
lbs. on May 15, 1898, when they were 
weighed to the above firm, making > 
gain of 767 pounds In less than 13 
months. In thla same bunch of 16 
was a half-bred Polled Angus and 
Hereford and one high-grade Short- 
horn. The Polled Angus-Hereford 
weighed 1490 lbs., making a gain of 
475 lbs. in less than eight months. 
The high-grade Shorthorn weighed 
1665 lbs., a gain of 650 lbs. In nine 
months. These two were two years 
old the last few days of April or the 
first few daya of May. This bunoh 
of cattle were fed shelled corn and 
cotton seed meal for the last 60 daya; 
thev were grazed during that time on 
rye and young timothy.— Kentuckian-

He has eaten ami drank, 
slept and wakened with them, and 
to him as to no one else they are 
visible personalities. But let him 
describe them, however minutely 
and accurately, and they will not bo 
impressed on the mind of the casual 
ts thry Mould be if he saw 
a picture, or, if the reader 
jinative enough to clothe 
those characters with a body, it is 
prdbably not at all what they were 
really meant to be. 

How intensely interesting it 
would have been if Poe, like Blake, 
had been able to imagine out eome 
of those strange visions that filled 
his brain not only in words, but in 
actual lines as well, or if Cervantes 
had loft us some idea of bow Don 
Quixote and his Spanish squire real- 
ly looked, however roughly drawn 
they might have been I 

It Is under the Byzantine em- 
perors that the earliest manuscripts 
of modern Europe were produced, 
and they exist in great cumbers and 
are of surprising splendor. A timid 
suggestion may indeed be ventured 
that the Byzantine scribes were lees 
careful of their calligraphy than of 
their paintings. That may be true, 
and It may yet remain true that the 
Byzantines had a splendid cal- 
ligraphy of their own and a splendid 
notion of how to adorn their pages. 

The Irish monks of the sixth and 
seventh centuries, the English 
monks of the ninth century and the 
French of a somewhat later time 
were the fellows for beautiful let- 
tering. The splendid manuscript 
which Is called by thenameof King 
Knut and which lies in the British 
museum contains lettering which 
is so beautiful in its strange modifi- 
cation of the classical Roman letter 
that even the splendid renaissance 
work of five centuries later scarcely 
equals It. Every one knows the 
"Gothic** character of the twelfth 
and thirteenth century manuscripts, 
a character which the modern Ger- 
man typographer has preserved for 
our sins and to punish the eyes of 
those who would fain study German 
thoroughly, but few persons know 
the pre-Gothic character, the beau- 
tiful lettering founded on the an- 
tique forms, which was preserved 
in the north and in the south, alike 
in Lombardy, in France, and in 
England, down to a time at least as 
late as the year 950. Take any in- 
itial pa go of u tenth century manu- 
script, northern or southern, and 
see bow much more beautiful is the 
writing than are the figures of i 
and animals which are suppose 
adorn it. Tho ignorance shown in 
drawing these visible objects is 
great, and the absenco of any power 
over their forms is really ugly and 
offensive, but the power of abstract 
form, of making a letter Into a 
beautiful thing, is, however, so great 
as to bo quite inconceivable to a race 
of people like ourselves, who have 
lost the trick of decorative design- —
